The Week in 
Washington

The declining humbers’ of none 
Atlantic Salmon returning 
Maine’s waterways. bo. spawn. ud 
been ja cause of neal concer in the 
state for decades. Efforts: to re- 
verse ‘the serious damiage ito our 
nivers caused by pollution have 
been heralded jas ia miajor step in 
reversing that decline. 

But successful though they have 
been, our efforts to clean the wa- 
tens. which support spawning sal- 
‘non populations bave resolved 
only pant of the problem. Overhar- 
vesting of saimion on the high seas 
has been recognized .as early as 
the mid 19th century as ja serious 
threat to. the survival of the spe- 
cies, In fact, British author Charles 
Dickens, recognizing the threat to 
the species, wrote in 1861 Ithiat “.. 
A few years, a little more over 
population, a few more tons. of 
factory poisons, a few fresh poach- 
ing devices. . vand the salmon will 
be gone... dhe will become ex- 
tinct.” 

Interest in the preservation. and 
restonation of the Atlantic Salmon 
has grown enonmously, Thanks. to 
the concerted ¢effonts of various 
organizations both in and out of 
Maine, we have begun to learn 
mione tabout the ‘Aitlantic Salmon, 
and its habits, and what we must 
do to prevent its disappearance. 

Unitil the mid-1960’s, netther Am- 
ericans nor Buropeans were aware 
that Atlantic Saimon, native ito the 
river's of Maine and New England 
and Europe, bad ia common feed- 
ing ground in the Davis Stmait off 
Greenland, Once ‘this: salmon-rich 
area was. discovered, lan intensive 
high-seas gill net fishery was de- 
. veloped by the Dianes and Nor- 
‘Wegians, This commercial fishing 
venture quickly pot wut of hand. 
We in Maine saw the results of 

this: uncontrolled harvesting, with 
4 significant decline of salmon re- 
turning to our niverts. 

Although Denmiark bowed to tin- 
ternational pressure and agreed to 
phase ovt tts high-sea's fishing of 
Alflantic Salmon, there is now no 
formial mechanism in existence’ to 
effectively control, manage and 
conserve the Atlantic Salmon. 

For three years, the United 
States negotiated ‘with other nia- 
tions which border on the North 
Atlantic, to devise an interniation- 
al treaty Yo prevent tthe overhiar- 
vesting of Atlantic Salmédn. 

The treaty is now before the 
Senate for watification. I fully ex- 
pect positive action” in the very
